Dade Heritage Trust Board Meeting 
November 20, 2002 
Deering Estate at Cutler

The Board was welcomed by Deering Estate Foundation President Rick Cohen and Deering 
Foundation Executive Director Kim Sovia, who presented a short video about the historic 
Deering Estate property. 

President Bill Murhpy called the meeting to order at 6:40 p.m. and welcomed new board member 
David Stanley, who is with Royal Caribbean. 

The minutes were approved with the correction that Dolly MacIntyre and Judy Pruitt did not 
attend the October board meeting. 

Treasurer’s Report, as given by Walter Alvarez, was approved. 

Executive Director’s Report: Becky Matkov announced that Presentation Today magazine 
had been printed and mailed. Board members were encouraged to pass extras out to contacts. 

Final grant reports have been submitted to the State, Miami-Dade Cultural Affairs and the 
Peacock Foundation. A grant request has been submitted to Royal Caribbean for support of Dade 
Heritage Days. 

Terry Mock, Florida director of Champion Tree, attended our DHT Membership meeting at 
Plymouth Congregational Church. Champion Tree is a national nonprofit headquartered in 
Michigan that grows and plants clones of genetically superior tree species, i.e., the largest or 
oldest in the world. They are working with Palmer Trinity School on a project in Miami and 
would like to work with DHT to plant a champion tree clone at the Miami Circle and in Spring 
Garden along the Miami River during Dade Heritage Days. On a longer term basis, DHT might 
partner with Champion Tree on a project of planting champion tree clones at historic sites 
throughout South Florida. This could be a good fundraising opportunity, with trees being named 
for donors. 

The Trapp House, 2521 Bayshore Drive, is one of the oldest houses in Coconut Grove. Trapp 
House is locally historically designated and would make a good DHT headquarters or museum. 

It is zoned as single family residential with a historic overlay. The realtors promised to call as 
soon as an appraisal was completed. The house has 7,000 total square footage. We need to 
gather more information and need a smaller group to work on this issue. Walter Alvarez and 
Jeanette Poole volunteered to investigate. 



President’s Report: Bill Murphy thanked Marie Stiefel in absentia for the excellent job she had 
done in putting out a DHT newsletter. 

Bill Murphy and Becky Matkov met with the University of Miami School of Architecture and 
discussed how DHT might use the Revolving Fund to assist in the Charles Street, West Coconut 
Grove development project. This could be a nice partnership and good launch of the DHT 
Preservation Revolving Fund. 

Corportate Membership: Cathy Coates has been working on corporate memberships. Cathy , 
Bill Murphy and Becky met with Bill Graham of the Graham Companies, and Cathy and Becky 
met with Tom Monaghan of Piedmont Hawthorne to seek corporate memberships. Metro Beauty 
Supply joined DHT for $1000, and it is expected that Ocean Bank will make a commitment as 
well. Every Board member should pursue their corporate connections and leads to secure more 
memberships. 

Old Miami High Bungalow: Richard Heisenbottle reported that a mandatory public hearing 
approved the relocation of the bungalow to Southside Park. The renovation will be very 
complex; the roof must be removed to go under Metro-Mover, and the front porch has to be 
removed. The tenants had not vacated the premises yet, slowing down the project. However, the 
HABS drawings have been completed, and if the bids go out next week the work will be on 
schedule. When the bungalow is moved, we will have a big PR event. DHT has itemized a 
budget to demonstrate all the time we have put into this project over the last year and a half. 

Dade Heritage Days Aviation Fundraiser is being co-chaired by Walter Alvarez and Jon 
Arthur, who worked for PanAm for 25 years. It was suggested that we give Jon Arthur a 
complimentary DHT membership. Walter and Becky have also met with Chalk’s Airline on 
Watson Island and are seeking to secure Angela Gittens, director of the Miami International 
Airport, to participate. Dade Heritage Days will be March 1 st through April 30 th . 

Calusa Park Playhouse: Blanca Mesa reviewed the file on this historic Key Biscayne building, 
which is on DHT’s Endangered Sites List.. The playhouse is in derelict condition and may be 
beyond restoration. $100,000 was raised a few years ago and the money has disappeared in the 
County. Blanca will draft a letter to Miami-Dade County Parks Director Vivian Rodriguez and 
Preservation Director Ivan Rodriquez documenting this and asking for a response. The letter 
will be routed through Dade Heritage Trust. 

Hampton House: Enid Pinkney reported on the progress being made on the Hampton House, 
one of DHT’s Endangered Sites, and encouraged all to attend the Hampton House fundraiser to 
be held Dec. 18 th at the Royal Palm Crown Plaza Hotel on Miami Beach. Donahue Peebles is 
underwriting this event for the Hampton House Community Trust. 

The DHT Holiday Party will be held on December 16, 2002. Price is $35 for members, $40 
guests, and board members should bring food. A band will provide music, courtesy of a $600 
donation by Alyce and Neil Robertson to DHT. This is a good opportunity to bring friends and 
possible new members. A raffle will be held to raise money. 



Phone-A-Thon: Dolly MacIntyre reported that about $2000 had been received so far from calls 
to about one-third of the membership. There was a discussion regarding updating the 
membership list and when to eliminate old members. Another phone-a-thon will be held in 
December. 

Dolly asked Board members to donate money to give National Trust memberships to all the 
County and City Commissioners. 

Insurance: Thanks to the efforts of DHT pro bono attorney Drew Moss, DHT finally received 
a settlement check for $13,500 from the insurance company to repair the DHT Headquarters 
damaged by the demolition of Dr. Jackson’s house next door in June, 2001. The City’s Risk 
Management Office has contacted DHT and wants the money given to them, saying the building 
is City property and the City can repair the damage. The Board’s consensus was that DHT 
should handle getting damages repaired. We have a fiduciary responsibility to fix the damages 
with the insurance money. We would be liable if we gave it to the City and if the damages were 
not repaired. 

Kathy Hersh will write a letter for Becky and Bill to sign re privatizing the Parrot Jungle/Village 
of Pinecrest. 

Dolly MacIntyre announced that TheVillagers are having a January 24 th workshop on” Learning 
How to Survey and Complete National Register Nominations.” 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:15 p.m.
